£13,000 ‘CORK DOCK SCHEME. 


og a meeting of the Cork Harbour Board 
the Engineer repérted that the most effectual 
method of providing for hull repairs of the 
dredger, hoppers, and all floatiag plant would 
be the construction df a dry dock (on the site 
of the present slip) 210 feet long, 46 feet wide 
at the bottom, and 50 feet at the top, with 
the sill at zero of Cork gauge. . This ‘would 
allow of the docking of the dredger at ordinary 
high water, and allow full working hours on 
repairs. Pumrning would be inexpensive, as 
the dock would be nearly dry at low water. A 
«mall steain crane should be provided to take 
heavy material from the dock to the work- 
shops. This arrangement would be compaet, 
as all work could be kept inside the yard, and 
would thus be more easily controlled. 

The cost at present prices, including steam 
crane rails and all ordinary dry dock appli- 
ances, would be about’ £13,000.
